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Uw Of Ottawa fined after hockey scandal

ihe Québec University 
Athletic Association (QUAA) 
has fined the University of Ot- 
tawa 'Gee Gees' $3,000 after an 
investigation into allegations by 
the Daily revealed that Ottawa 
had been playing with an ineli^- 
ble hockey player. 

In addition to the fine, the 
team Has been put on probation 
for two yeai^ and Dave Kaspar, 
the player in question, has been 
suspended for the remainder of 
the playoffs and will lose an ex- 
tra year of eligibility. 

University, athletes^trg^cu^ 
eligible to œmpetèwfoilrave! 
seasons in Canada. 

In a Daily article published 



Feb. 10, 1986, it 'was revealed 
that Dave Kaspar, the 21-year 
old brother of Steve (who plays 
for the NHL's Boston Bruins), 
was ineli^ble to play for Ot- 
tawa because he was a Québec-' 
educated student without a col- 
légial diploma... 

QUAA regulations stipulate 
that such students who are less 
than 22 years of age, are eligible 
for university competition only 
(^/er having completing, a 
midmum of 16 CEGEP cbunes 
and two years - of . CEGEP 
studies. 

When The Ottawa ' Citizen 
published the facts presented^y.; 
IpDaily on Feb. 21, it became 
only a matter of time before the 
University of Ottawa reacted. 



' Ottawa hockey coach Michel 
Boucher wrote a four-page let- 
ter to QUAA officials explain- 
ing the "administrative error" 
and the QUAA handed down its 
decision last Friday. 
• The QUAA would not have 
acted unless Ottawa revealed 
' ihe error or an . official com- 
plaint was received from 
another university. 

McOill's Redmen, who lost 
thehr. QUAA semi-final playoff 
v'to -Ottawa last week, did not 
make an -official protest even 
though Kaspar played in the 
three playoff games. 
^ But in the playoffs last 
Mason, the Redmen had pro- 
tested the use of Chicoutimi's 
• allegedly ineligible Paul Gagné. 




However, nothing happened 
because McGill athletic director 
Bob Dubeau refused to follow- 
up with an official protest. 

When contacted by the Daily, 
McGiU coach Ken Tyler said, "I 
personally didn't protest the 
Kaspar situation prior to the 
playoff series because :I had 
been sick that oitire week and 
hadn't had time to'^ve it much 
thought," he said. 

Tyler, who missed three con- 
secutive days of practice that 
week due to à bout with the flu 
said "The*^ athletic director 
(Dubeau) was aware of both 
cases and you'd have to ask him 
why we didn't file an official 
protest." 

"The bottom line is that the 
eligibility rules are based on an 
honour system. It is the respon- 
sibility of each histitution to 
police the league's rules. It 
became publicly known that 
Kaspar was ineligible and as a 
residt, I guess we prefer not to 
protest, hopbg Ottawa would 
react based on that honour 
system," he said. 

"Last year we were a little 
more involved in the Paul 
Gagné case because he had 
previously played for us and we 
were' aware of all the facts," 
Tyler continued. "In Kaspar's 
casc^e^b^. no . official 
dd«umentatioPof ' his CEGEP 
record." 

Dubeau ...expressed disap- 
pointment that officials of 
McOill's hockey programme' 
(i.e. Coach Tyler or Inter- 
collegiate Coordinator Harry 
Zarins) hadn't made him aware 
of thé case. "It was brought to 
my attention by a phone call 



from TTte Ottawa Citizen," said 
Dubeau. 

Tyler said that being a coach, 
it wasn't his job to administrate 
the league. . 

"In my seven years .here I 
have yet to see an eli^bility 
sheet from another team. I 
wasn't investigating the case 
and I first heard about the 
Kaspar case when I read the 
Dally, a week before The 
Citizen called Mr. Dubeau." 

Dubeau noted that if he had 
been aware of the situation à* 
few weeks earlier, he woiild've 
probably done something about 
it. "The tune factor was too 
late,", said Dubeau. "A protest 
at that jUme c-would^ye 
McGill look like sore loscrTand • 
that is not the goal of the 
McGill Athletics Department." 

Bob Philip, the QUAA con- 
venor sidd "that had McGill 
protested Kaspar's eligibility, 
they probably would have won 
their case based on precedent." 

As a result, McGill would 
have been declared winner of 
their semi-final playoff by 
forfeit and would be playing 
against Trois-Rivieres in the 
provincial championship this 
week. 

Kaspar, who's QUAA bur- 
sary ($2,000) b illegal as a result 
of the administrative error, has 
' been allowed to keep the money 
but Ottawa must repay the 
$2,000 to the league and they 
have .been fined an additiomU 
$1.000 for the administrative er- 
ror." 

As a result of the situation, 
the distraught Kaspar has said 
that he is goinjg to retire from 
hockey. 



Save South Moresby Caravan travels Canada

This morning at 8:00 AM, the 
Save. South Moresby Caravan 
dq)arted from St. Joîm's, Newr 
foundland on a 7,500 fan 
jonmey to Vancouver, Britiih 
Columbia, to save South 
Moresby from the ravages of 
logging. .V; 



South MoresbylFuieso'uthern 
15- per cent of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands archipelago of 
British Columbia, providâ an 
exceptionally rich habitat for- 
wildlife including the world's 
largest concentration of the rare 
Peale's peregrine falcon and the 
largest nesting < concentration ' of 
bald eagles in Canada. 

Over one-qilarter of all the 
nesting seabirds on the Cana- 
dian Pacific coast make their 
home on South Moresby. 



South Moresby also supports 
more than one-half of Canada's 
Stdkt*M sea lions and eleven> 
ipedes of whale. 

The archipelago is also an in- 
tegral part of the culture of the' 
Haida people and a source of' 
sustenance for them. Seventy' 
Haida were recently arrested for 
sitting in the middle of a road in 
an attempt to prevent logging 
trucks from passing through. 

South Mor^by also contains 
several hundred archeological 
sites, including the Haida 
Ninstints village, a UNESCO 
World Heritage Site. 

"Parks Canada has been try- 
ing to declare South Moresby a 
National 'Park and; a National 
Marine Park", said Nathalie 
Zingcr of the Save ihe South 
Moresby Caravan. "They 
haven't had much success so 
far." 



According to Zinger, the 
B.C. government approved 
plans for logging in South 
Moresby de^>he pressure from 
both Environnient Canada and 
Parks Canada. 

The Save South Moresby 
Caravan will travel by train 
through sixteen cities. They 
hope to pick up many sup- 
porters who will ride part of, or 
all of the way. to Vancouver, 
where a demonstration < for 
March IS is planned. 

In addition^to|brief 'whistle 
stops' ~in scmSfaties, ; major 
overnight stops are planned in 
Halifax. Montréal. Toronto. 
Winnipeg, and Vancouver,; 
where support demonstrations 
and other events are behig 
organized. 

The Caravan was organized 
by the Canadian Nature Federa- 



tion, the Haida Nation, and the 
B.C.'s bland Protection Socie- 
ty. Inuit Québeçois/e pour la 
Conservation de la Nature, the 
Cavern lYails Naturalist Qub, 
and the Province of ' Québec 
Society for the 'Protection of 
Birds are also participating. 

A petititm is circulating that 
asks the B.C. government to 
pasB^jegislarion to conserve the 
arer fimn^llogging and mining.

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Canada's secrets exposed _

r ; iThe Canadian military has 
witheld secret agreements to ac- 
cept and store U.S. nuclear 
\Yeapons from the standing -, 
Çomtnitteé on Exterqid'^i'iïfàirs''^ 
and National Defence, and the 
Canadian public, revealed U.S. 
defence analyst William Arkin. 
lArkin, Director of tlie^Anns 
Race and Nuclear Wnipoiu 
Research Project at tlie Institute 



for Policy . Studies in 
Washington, spoke to a crowd 
of 2S0 people last Friday at 
McGUI. 

Arkin made headlines last 
December when he revealed the 
Canadian government's' secret 
plans to accept U.S. nuclear 
warships in C^ada's ports, to 
disperse 8^52 bombers to Cana- 
dian bases, and to store U.S. 
nuclear weapons on Canadian 
soil — agreements which were 



Scharansky 
release symbolic

i/fpAnatoIy Scharansky is a 
tuiiversal symbol of human 
rights. "There are many 
Scharanskys in the Soviet Union 
and thousands more in the 
world," said Irwin Cotler, a 
McQill professor of law and 
lawyer for the Scharansky fami- 
ly.^ 

Cotler spoke to a receptive 
crowd of SO yesterday in the 
llseaoock Building on "The 
ISchàrànsky Case", which was 
^'sponsored by the McQill 
chapter of Amnesty Interna- 
tional. 

MipWhat is important, Cotler 
stressed, is that "each one of us 
can make a difference whether 
^we are in kindergarden or 
university; whether through a 
letter of protest to an offending 
government, a letter of concern 
to home government or simply a 
diologue with prisoners of cons- 
cience." . 
—Cotler quoted Scharansky as 
saying, "If it were up to the 
Soviet authorities, I would be in 
jail today. My release can not 
mask^the fate of those left 
.beiiîndî" > ,

of 1977, and held in com- 
municado for 16 months! He. 
was tried and convicted for 
treason, and anti-Soviet slander 
and a^tation in July 1978.

Arkin also noted Canada's 
failure to object to present and 
planned U.S. violations of of- 
ficial Canadian policy on 
nuclear arms. 

Canada's official policy 
specifically prohibits the 
presence of nuclear weapons on 
its territory. But of the 364 pre- 
sent defence agreements bet- 
ween Canada and the U.S., 
eight were kept secret. Arkm 
blames Canada's politicians for 
keeping the public in the dark 
— and in the shadow of the 
U.S. 

He said the information is 
witheld "because the govern- 
ment does not want the public 
to know, and the military does 
not want the gbveriunent to 
know. 

"The government says 
nothing is wrong because they 
don't have the answers as to 
what needs to be done," he 

said, .v- i^iVjiijÀu/^i,;-; . ■ ■ • .. 

Arkin called^^wMulfoney 
"a wdodenTduiiffîyion a ven- 




triloquist's knee." He believes 
the Canadian government 
allows itself to be manipulated 
by the United States and that 
"Canada needs the guts to 
stand up to the U.S." 

Arkin adviséi the Canadian 
public to voice its opposition to 
certain government policies, 
such as cruise-missile testing. 
"The .Conservative government 
wàhts^B^Canada to be 
synonymous with the U'.S.," he 
said, "But the Canadian people 
raren't ready for this. They must 



translate the power of public 
opinion into national security. 

"U.S. policy^^^iS;«^,Canadian 
policy.... The CanuUan' govern-, 
ment doesn't have a defence 
policy other than a policy of not 
embarassing the U.S.," said 
Arlda,^citing the Canadian 
govoiihieht's failure to repri- 
mand the U.S. following the 
Polar Sea incident. "There is a 
sharp contrast between (of- 
ficial) Canadian policy and 
reality.

Say NO to

There'are provisions in the 
Daily Constitution which 
allow for the entire staff of the 
newspaper to be impeached by 
a Student Initiated Referen- 
dum ..^SIR)^j:pming from 
ihembttis'of the Daily Publica- 
tions Society (DPS) — McGill 
students. 

At the tune of autonomy, 
this provision was included in 
the constitution as ah extreme 
recourse, for cases of 
embezzlement, gross fînancial 
irresponsibility, unconstitu-. 
tional actions on behalf of the 
staff or the suspension of 
democratic procedures within 
the newspaper. Similar provi- 



uniVersity . newspapers, in 
recognition that gross abuses 
can take place. 

In the late '70s, the student 
newspaper at Waterloo University 
(The Chevron) was staffed entirely by 
members of the CPC(M-L), a Stalinist 
party. The newspaper was shut down 
because the staff made it impossible 
for students who did not belong to the 
Party to work for the newspaper — 
even by using physical violence agdiut 
those who opposed them. 

If this, or anything resembling it, 
was the case with the Dally, this mo- 
tion would be a fair and appropriate 
measure. It is not. The Dally remains 
unquestionably democratic, fiscally ' 
responsible, and open to all students. 

For 75 years, McOiU has had a 
tradition of controversial yet interna- 
tionally respected journalism with 
skills being passed from one volunteer 
to another. Anything but a 'NO' vote 
on this question may result in the 
demise of the Dally, a 7S-year tradi- 
tion. .

would be in jeopardy if the normal 
publication schedule is disrupted. As 
well, wc would be forced to violate our 
letter of agreement with the McOill 
Board of Oovemon if such a referen- 
dum were to pass. This would quite 
possibly sound the newspaper's death 
knell. 

Additionally, it is unlikely that the 
representatives elected in campus-wide 
elections on the DPS Board of Direc- 
tors could "re-animate" the 
newspaper before the end of the year, 
If at all. 

The result of this would be the end 
of . reduced advertising rates for 
stutlems and student groups, free an- ' 
nouhcemenls'^of events' and activities, 
hyde parks "and the fight to have 
imedited letters published, and, most 
impottantiy, the right to Join the staff 
andbdpdeldrminethedhrectionofthe .

skiils.' In diort, the impeachment of 
staff could possibly mean an, end to .

students here at McOill.

, if the question was successful In ob- 
taining a majority of students who felt 
the staff shouU be dismissed, It would 
be replaced by .an Interim staff ap- 
pointed by the four student represen- 
tatives who are elected onto the Board 
of DIredors of the Dally Publications 
Society until ten new voting stafl 
members take over this function. The 
importance of having as many students 
vote as possible must be stressed since, 
If a quorum of 15% of the student 
population does not vote at the polls, 
then' the outcome of die referendum Is 
Invalid. ' Therefore It Is urged that 
everyone vote. 

Apart from the general poor quality 
to which we hAve become accustomed 
over the last couple' of yean regarding 
research, journalistic methods, 'ac- 
curacy and fabness the. paper has 
descended thto year to new unfathom- 
ed depths.

On the front 
page of the January 22 paper, false 
quotations are attributed to certain per- 
sons In a photo who are then openly In- 
sulted, *"Peacenlks make me - puke,"., 
says local plgboy." In the Fcbniary 6 
paper, we are treated to a "critical 
review" of good guy doHs of RAMBO 
and NOMAD. 

The Gays and Lesbians of McGlO are 
not even atlowed to determine the date 
of their own Issue, but have one Impos- 
ed on Ihem by the Dallv stafi. The 
McGin Health services made a request 
for space to put In.a column on health 
Hps and was not even dignified with a 
response. McGiD Legal Aid tried since 
the beginning of the year to get a 
regular column of "Legal Tips In. the 
paper and was flatty refused. Only after 
great dlffkrulUes dkl anything ever get In 
and even then errors were put In the 
published text that were not In the 
original. After Legal Aid gave up, the 
Dalfv printed' Its own artlde on Loans 
and Bursaries which was so enoneous 
that It more closely resembled fantasy. 

The paper violated Its own State- 
ment of Principles by publishing racist 
and antl-scrolUc articles such as Tlsrael^ 



Exports Terrorism" and "Coalition 
Manipulates speech at Concordia" rnd 
worse again the supposed "clarifica- 
tions" that only iindolined the original 
anU-semlUc nature of the articles. Even 
students who wrote letters to complain 
of the Irresponsible behavior of the 
paper were victims of snkle "editorial 
notes" at the end of their letten.

TIûSfl^^eSBra^ would allow the Board of Directors of 
the Dally Publications Society the power to Increase or 
decrease the fees student pay to the DPS by no more 
than' five per cent per year, to reflect variations in 
operational costs.' Tills also means that, in a defla- 
tionary period, the Board could reduce fees students 
pay to their newspaper. 

The Board of Directors is presently comprised of four 
representatives elected by all DPS members in campus- 
wide elections each March and three reprièsentatlves.of 
the staff of the Dally. Student-elected reps' are there to 
represent yom concerns as well work in the financial 
Interests of the corporation. As such, any move to in- 
crease or decrease fees paid to the DPS will be done in 
cons\iltatlon with all Interested students. As well, all 
Board meetings are open to all DPS members, all 
members have speaking rights, and are free to present 
motloiis to. their^ elected representatives •

At present, 60 per cent of published material in the 
Dally must be advertising in order for the newspaper to 
break-even. Obvlotuly this problem limits the space 
available in: the newspaper for' students to utilize and 
hence, it limits thiè^diverslty of views expressed within 
the pages of the newspaper. 

In the coming year, it is likely that the pally will 
become even : more crammed vrith advertising. Last 
year I the cost of printing an eight page issue was about 
$1,700; this year, it went up to about 11,800.

Alexander, who is also nmn- 
ing for a position on the Board 
of .Governors, supports a tui- 
tion increase, with reservations, 
saying, "we' must ensure ac- 
cessibility is not affected." 

He was dismayed by the 
Senate decision to cut the 
French Canada Studies Pro- 
gramme, but said, "The axe 
had to fall." Alexander was one 
of the student representatives 
elected to the APPC, which 
recommended the cut, but he 
missed the meeting where the 
decision was made. 

He feels McGill should re- 
mam an English university, but 
feels "the present policy of bil- 
ingualism should be continued 
and extended."

He further proposed that 
McGill remain an English 
university, but that at least one 
French teaching assistant be 
available per class.

Additional Session 
Graduate Students 

Differential paily Membership Fees 

In . the Spring of 1985 the Daily Publications Soci- 
ety (DPS) eqiialised all membership fees at the rate of 
$5.70. This was done purely as a revenue increasing 
measure without detailed consideration of the differ- 
ences-in registration categories. 

"Additional Session" graduate students are stu- 
dents who have completed their "Residency Require- 
ments." In general, these students do not take courses. 
"Additional Session" graduate students are required to 
be on campus only as required by their research. Many 
students in this registration category are therefore not 
on carnpus as they continue their research or write up 
their thesis elsewhere. 

For over 25 years "Additional Session" graduate 
students paid a reduced rate for the McGill Daily in 
recognition of this difference in registration category. 
The differential was abolished in a referendum ques- 
tion that did not detail why it had existed. Similarly, 
only 24 hours notice was given of the wording of the 
referendum question. This year other DPS referendum 
questions have been proposed to ensure, if adopted, 
that this does hot happen again.

It is important to notice that changes suggested by the 
four repremntatives to the 'Board elected' in oampus- 
vride elections would still be subject to the same process 
of approved: they mxist.be approved by the staff of the 
newspaper and then enaoted by the Board of Direotors. 
The effect of this amendment would be to establish a 
formal procedtu'e i by which students who are not 
members of the staff of The McOlll Dally could suggest 
specific changes to the newspapers' fiinctloning and 
structure through their representatives to the Board of 
Directors. This sort of action is now available only infor- 
mally through persuasion of the staff. Because staff 
meetings of the newspaper ajre open, students would be 
able to attend and to argue for staff-approval of amend- 
ments initiated by thé representatives elected to the 
Board of Direotors in oampus-wlde elections. 
,•• The reason for which the staff's approval of amend- 
ments to Bylaw 1 would still be required is simple and 
reasonable: the staff consists of volunteers who devote a 
great deal of time to the production of the newspaper 
and who should be entitled to determine tlie manner in 
which the newspaper is to f\inctlon on both the 
organizational and production levels. It is fundamental 
to a demooratio organization that those who must work 
with It oil à day-to-day basis be entitled to exercise some 
degree of control over how the organization is struc 
tured and how it functions. At the same time, given the 
nnandal contribution to the newspaper by studnets 
who are not staff members and the possibility that jpeo 
pie working within a certain struot\ire may be blttid to 
its structural and fxmctlonal fa\ilts, it is only helpful 
that people outside the newspaper staff be permitted to 
suggest changes to the newspaper, and to argue the 
merits of those changes. ... ^. . ...
